Most  of  iu  surface  is  level 
From  the  Ozark  Mountains  of  Missouri,  s 
chain  of  hifls  extends  into  Kanos*,  snaking  s 
watershed  nearly  through  the  centre  of  the 
Btate.  the  lands  on  either  sad*  being 
drained  by  the  Kansas  and  the  Arkansas 
riven.  Kansas  has  s  healthful  climate,  and 
yb*  inhabitants  art  said  to  be  free  from  con¬ 
sumption  and  malarious  disease*.  Strong 
winds  sweep  over  tbe  prairies,  keeping 
them  cool  even  in  Urn  hottest  season.  Oh* 
Bis  to  has  three  rein  belts,  tbe  eastern,  the 
middle,  end  the  western,  the  average  annual 
rainfall  in  these  lx  1*  being,  in  tbe  order 
above  named,  thirty  seven,  twenty-four  end 
nineteen  inches.  Tbe  temperature  is  sub¬ 
ject  to  greet  variation.  Kansas  possesses 
several  kinds  of  soil  all  of  which  are  fer¬ 
tile.  In  the  low  rivw  bottoms  tbe  fruitful 
alluvial  earth  is  twenty-five  feet  deep.  The 
forests  grow  in  bells  along  the  rivere  and 
smaller  streams.  Grass  of  good  quality 
grows  naturally  on  the  prairies,  and  culti¬ 
vated  grasses  flourish  there  luxuriantly. 
Kansas  still  has  wild  buffaloes,  wild  horses, 
elks  and  antelopes.  It  has  also  panthers, 
black  bears,  aad  wolves  Bituminous  coal 
is  mined  in  Kan*eo,  aad  there  are  deposits 
of  lead  and  xiac.  Among  the  important 
natural  resources  of  the  Bute  are  gypsum, 
and  a  huge  deposit  of  suit,  in  whet  is  prob¬ 
ably  the  dried-up  bed  at  a  aelt  lake.  Tbe 
streams  abound  in  fish—  pike,  sturgeon, 
has*,  carp,  end  many  varieties  of  catfish. 
Seventy  per  cent,  of  the  people  of  Kaoses 
aro  farmers,  and  they  here  nude  their 
you  ug  State  (me  of  the  foremost  iu  the 
I'niou  in  the  production  of  wheat.  They 
boast  that  they  live  in  the  banner  wheat  re¬ 
gion  of  the  world.  Among  the  other  prio¬ 
ri  pul  produeboes  of  Kansas  are  com,  I»ay, 
oats,  potatoes,  sorghum,  barley,  rye.  broom 
corn,  flax,  benn*.  hemp,  buckwheat,  cotton 
sod  tobaccd.  In  I8B1  tbe  Agricultural  pro¬ 
ductions  were  worth  nearly  one  hundred 
million  dollars,  yet  the  resources  of  the 
State  have  only  began  to  be  dcvelojied. 
The  area  now  under  cultivation  is  said  to  be 
less  than  three  per  cent,  of  the  tillable  land. 
Ifairy  farming  is  another  principal  occupa¬ 
tion  in  Kansas,  and  the  cultivation  of  fruit 
is  pursued  with  great  success.  Kansas  lnu 
a  8tate  Uuivcrsitv,  a  Normal  School,  an 
agricultural  college,  and  a  system  of  com¬ 
mon  schools.  It  has  also  churches  and 
charitable  institutions.  Its  principal  lack, 
which  it  shares  with  other  Western  Stares, 
is  a  population  numerous  enough  to  develop 
its  powers. 


Teas  and  Coffees.

Lave  been  assiduously  sought  after  for  many 
years. 

Pretended  petrifactions  bare  been  exhib¬ 
ited,  but  they  were  olwys  statues  cut  from 
tbe  stone  by  somo  ingenious  rogue  who 
wished  to  lin uibng  somebody,  and  was  too 
often  successful  fur  s  time,  as  with  the  Car¬ 
diff  Giant,  and  so-called  Indian  boy,  exhib¬ 
ited  not  loug  since  iu  several  large  places  in 
New  England. --/Vw/o  fat.

The  method  of  marching  troops  is  a  sub¬ 
ject  of  uo  less  interest  to  tbe  toldiere  of  tbe 
Stale  than  to  those  who  tread  the  frontier 
war  path.  The  late  Gen.  Upton,  present, 
on  hot  day,  at  a  review  of  a  diviiduu  of  the 
Ntw  York  National  Guard,  was  admiring 
'the  picturesque  feel  urea  of  the  display,  the 
color  and  excitement  and  glitter,  as  the 
masse*  swept  by  the  reviewing  stand. 
Looking  toward  the  rear  of  the  Column 
over  the  miles  of  flashing  steel,  he  noticed 
tbat  the  formation  w  115  the  name— company 
front,  elbows  touching,  uniform  step,  quick 
time— while  in  frout  the  pace  was  already 
beginning  to  tell  on  tbe  plucky  but  oves- 
driveu  men,  as  shown  by  white  lip«,  staring 
eyes,  dilated  nostrils  and  pnnliug  chests. 
Turning  to  a  friend,  the  General  said, 
‘•This  is  sheer  cruelty."  Hnd  he  known 
that  some  of  these  regiments  would  march 
two  or  three  miles  further,  in  the  same 
clo«e  order  and  regular  step,  his  w  jmler  and 
con i pas* uni  would  have  bceu  unbounded.  It 
is  a  grievous  mistake  and  sometimes  a 
crime  to  keep  men  braced  np  continuously 
for  such  a  distance;  os  well  might  the  re¬ 
viewing  stand  be  as  long  aa  the  route. 
Well-seasoned  regulars  are  never  abutted  in 
that  way ;  why  should  occasionally  evercised 
militia  be  so  ill-treated  ?  There  can  be  bnt 
one  answer  to  the  query,  I  fear—**  It  is  our 
custom."  Whenever  troop*  are  taken  out¬ 
side  their  armories  tbe  rules  prescribed  fox 
marches  should  govern.  In  case  of  a  re¬ 
view,  the  route  step  should  be  taken  until 
within  a  very  short  distance  of  the  review, 
iug  point ;  the  uneven  and  slippery  stones 
of  city  streets  make  the. uniform  step  diffi¬ 
cult  aud  wearisome,  and  the  route  step  a 
welcome  relief.  I  am  sure  that  the  change 
would  be  op  predate.  I,  not  only  by  tbe  sol¬ 
diers,  but  also  by  tbe  curb-stone  critics,  as 
giving  variety  to  the  spectacle ;  besides,  the 
men  would  be  kej><  fresher  and  perform  with 
greeter  ease  tbe  more  precise  movement* 
when  ordered,  end  that,  you  will  agree  with 
me,  is  e  sufficient  reason.
